An 
effort was made by the latter to show that the ap- 
propriation just authorized, together with credits re- 
maining. from past appropriations, would suffice to 
continue work on Mississippi-Ohio-Missouri projects, 
but that claim was riddled by Mr. Denison, who pre- 
sented figures proving that the funds available for 
work on the Mississippi between St. Louis and Cairo 
would last only about a month.
